purpose  the  Brazilians  have  a  good  model 
at  their  very  doors,  The  Argentines  were 
very  much  in  the  same  situation  until  the 
practical  sense  of  Sarmiento  led  him  to 
create  a  number  of  normal  schools  and 
employ  skilled  teachers  to  take  charge  of 
them,  In  some  of  these,  state  assistance  is 
(riven  to  young  men  and  women  who  will 
agree  to  leach  in  the  common  schools  a 
certain  term  of  years  after  graduation.  By 
this  method  the  country  is  not  only  ob- 
taining a  large  number  of  skilled  teachers, 
but  the  children  are  having  the  benefit  of  a 
training  which  can  not  be  excelled  any- 
where. Certainly  Brazil  can  be  as  liberal 
and  progressive  in  this  respect  as  were  the 
Argentines,  and  we  see  no  reason  why  their 
schools,  if   properly  managed,  should  not 

lie  as  successful.

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Thk  permanent  success  and  all  the  good 
results  of  the  revolution   which    has  swept 
over  Brazil  depend  almost  wholly  upon  the 
educntion  of  the   people.     Self-government 
is  essentially  popular  government,  and  that, 
if  ant    directed   and   controlled    by  a   high 
average   of  popular   intelligence,    is  almost 
sure  lo  degenerate  cither  into  anarchy  or  into 
an  oligarchy.      II  the  leaders  of  the  revolu- 
tionary  movement   in    this  country  wish  to 
guard  against  these  dangers,  they  must  lose 
no    lime    in    improving   and   extending  its 
public-school  system.     It  is  not  denied  that 
barely  ten  or  twelve  per  cent,  of  the  popula- 
tion of  Brazil  can  read  and  write.      If  now 
the  educational    qualification   be   enforced, 
then   for  some  years    to  come  the  country- 
is  to  be  ruled  by  ten  percent,  of  its  popula- 
tion— a  minority  so   small   as  to  make  the 
appellation   of  popular  government   an  ab- 
surdity.    To    include    the  great    mass   of 
illiterates,    on    the  other  hand,    will  be   to 
court  dangers  which   will   almost  certainly 
render  popular  representation  a  farce.     To 
lessen  these  dangers,  to  increase  the  number 
of  citizens  directly  responsible  for  the  proper 
administration  of  public  affairs,  and  to  im- 
prove the  moral  and  intellectual  condition 
of   the    people,    the    government    must   at 
once  adopt  exceptional  measures   for   im- 
proving popular  education.      It  is  far  inure 
important  to  do  this  than  to  draft  regulations 
for  credit  fonder  banks  and  for  joint-stock 
companies.     And    to  achieve    the   greatest 
possible    result    in    the   shortest    perhvl    <tf 
lime,   extraordinary  efforts   must   be    made 


Two  of  our  colleagues,  whose   intimate 
relations  with  the  provisional  government 
give  them  a  semi-official  character — we  refer 
to  0  Ptiiz  and  the  Diario  de  Notieias  — 
were  unwise  and  short-sighted  enough  on 
the  30th  to  refer  their  readers  to  the  "sedi- 
tion" decree  of  December  23  for  the  mani- 
fest   purpose  of  smothering  further  discus- 
sion on  the   recent  errors  of  the  provisional 
government.     Il  will    be  difficult   for  our 
two  colleagues  to  excuse  such  conduct,  in 
view  of  the   part   which  their  chid  editors 
Imve  taken  in  an  effort  to  establish  a  repub- 
lic in  lira'/il.      II  we  are  to  have  our  timudis 
closed    by    a    drag-net  sedition  law,  admin- 
istered by   a    military  commission,  then  the 
quicker  our  colleagues  stop  calling  brazil 
ii  republic,  the  belter  it  will  be.     Coercion 
of  this  character  is  manifestly  mil  of  place 
in    a    free    government,    and    particularly 
dining  the  period  of  organization  when  the 
voice  of  the  people  ought  to  he  heard.     We 
are  quite  well  aware   thai   just  at  this  mo- 
ment we  have  no  popular  form  government 
ami  that  Brazil  is  practically  under  the  rule 
of  a  military  dictatorship,  and  the  argument 
nfour  pretentious  colleagues  is  a   practical 
admission  o!   that  fact.     We  only  lack  the 
effort  tu  enforce  ibis  most  obnoxious  decree 
lo  show  to  the  world  the  truth  o\  this  state- 
ment.     If  now  the   government  wishes  to 
increase    popular  distrust   of   its    intentions 
and  10  defer  the  recognition  of  its  authority 
by  foreign  powers,  then    let    us  have  a  rigid 
enforcement  of  this  so-called  "sedition'-  law, 
which  is,  in  truth,  no  better  than  the  gag-law 
employed  by  Ouru  Prelo  to  repress  republi- 
can manifestations  last  July.     For  our  own 
part,  we  were  horn  and  reared  under  n  purely 
republican   form    of  government,    and     we 
are  persuaded  that  we  know  perfectly  what 
the  relations  should   be  between  the  official 
and    the  citizen.     Tn   such   a  government- 
opposition   to  any   measure  or  criticism  of 
any    official   act  can   not  possibly    be  con- 
strued as  seditious.      When,  therefore,  the 
Pah  and   Diario  talk  about  "sedition"  and 
'•intrigue"   simply   because  llie    Gaze/a  de 
Not'tcias  and  ourselves  see  Hi  to  criticise  an 
official    act   of  the  minister  of  finance,  they 
are  committing    an    inexcusable    blunder. 
Those   who  believe  that  a  newspaper  ought 
never   to   criticise   those   in    authority,    and 
especially  so  where  a  project  of  law   has  not 
been  adopted  and  tried,  simply  stultify  their 
own    intelligence.     The    people,    in  a  free 
government,  are  bound  to  object  to  any- 
thing they  ^\o  not  want,  and  the  newspaper 
as  the  representative  and  teacher  o\'  popular 
opinion,    is  under   every  obligation  to  give 
form     and    currency    to    such    criticisms. 
Those  of  our  colleagues   who  believe  that 
they   ought   not    to   discuss   or   criticise   a 
measure   until  after  it  has  had  a  fair  trial, 
ought    to    he  branded    for  their  cowardice 
and  servility.     It  is  just  as  possible  for  a 
cabinet,   or  a  legislature,  to  blunder  as  il  is 
for   si    private  citizen,  and  their  position  in 
no  wise  gives  them  license  10  try  foolish 
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experiments  Tor  which  the  public  must  pay. 
Every  tax-payer  in  the  country  has  a  right 
to  protest  against  such  a  monopoly  as  the 
minister  of  finance  has  lately  created,  for  he 
will  eventually  have  to  pay  clearly  lor  the 
experiment.  We  would  advise  our  officious 
colleagues  to  take  better  care  of  their  own 
steps,  and  devote  more  lime  to  the  study  of 
the  principles  underlying  a  republican  form 
ol  government,  so  that  we  may  never  agairi 
witness  the  extraordinary  spectacle  of  re- 
publican advocates  threatening  their  col- 
leagues with  military  proscription  in  order 
to  suppress  criticism  on  so  safe  a  question 
as  the  organization  of  a  bank. 


President  Harrison  lias  forrnnlly  recognized 
the  Brazilian  republic.  We  shall  await  a 
confirmation  of  this  as  it  is  clearly  against 
established  precedent  and  radically  opposed 
lo  the  decision  already  taken  by  the  Senate. 
Still  further,  there  is  no  republic  in  Ilrazil 
lo  recognize.

It   will   be   remembered   that    we    look 
occasion  some  weeks  ago  to  remind   the 
provisional   government    that   every    unne- 
cessary delay  in  organizing  a  definite  gov- 
ernment would  tend  to  arouse  and  increase 
suspicion  abroad.     According  to  our  latest 
exchanges  this  was  actually  the  result  when 
il  was  known  that  the  elections  had  been 
deferred    until   next    September,    and   this 
feeling  lias   been   intensified   by  the  more 
recent  news   of  the   legislative  acts  of   the 
ministers.     In  London,  the  postponed  elec- 
tion  of  delegates  to  the  Constituinle  was 
considered  the   "ugliest  news"  received  up 
to  llial  time,  and   it  had  an  immediate  and 
unfavorable  effect  oft  the  prices  of  Brazilian 
slocks.     As  to  the  law-making  power  ex- 
ercised  by  the  provisional   government,    a 
well-informed  correspondent  writes  :   ''The 
promulgation  of  so  many  fundamental  laws 
by  a  provisional  government  smells  dictator- 
ial   and    I    think    produces  a    bad    effecl. " 
All   things  considered,   the   indications  are 
that  the  revolution  is  losing  ground  in  the 
confidence  ol  foreign  observers.     Tile  first 
steps  were  taken  so  easily   and   the    pre- 
liminary acts  of  the  provisional  government 
were  so  moderate  and    wise,  th  it  very  high 
expectations  were  aroused.     The  drunken 
mutiny  of  a  few  artillery  soldiers  on   De- 
cember   l8lh,    however,    introduced   a    new 
element  into  the   ministerial    policy— the 
suppression  of  a  host  of  imaginary  enemies, 
—since  when   nothing  has  gone   smoothly 
and  wisely.      The   "sedition"  decree   was  a 
great  mistake,  the  postponement  ol  elections 
was  another,  and  now  we  have  die  climax  in 
a  hastily-concluded  treaty,  complex  regula- 
tions for  civil    marriage,    joint-stock    Com- 
panies   ami    mortgages,   and,    finally,    the 
creation    of    an    exceptionally    dangerous 
banking  monopoly.     A  great  part  ol  ilus 
woik    was   absolutely    unnecessary    at    die 
moment  and  should  have  been   left   to  the 
legislative  power.     Apparently  the  govern- 
ment is  devoting  much  more  energy  lo  such 
matters  than   to   preparations  for  the  elec- 
tions in  September,  ami  so  clearly  apparent 
is  this  that  not  a  few  are  already  prophesy- 
ing that  there  is  no  intention  lo  realize  the 
elections  ibis  year.     Once  lei  this  be  known 
abroad,   ami    there    will    be    no    means    of 
preventing   a  serious  blow    lo  the  credit  ol 
the  country,.    It  can  not   be  expected  thai 
foreign  governments  will  officially  recognize 
die  revolution  unlil   a  definite  government 
lias  been  regularly  organized.     The  United 
Slates  Senate  tlecided  positively  against  this 
on  December  201I1,  on  which  occasion  Sen- 
ator Edmunds,  one  of  the  oldest  and  most 
influential   members    of   that   body,   took 
occasion    to    say    that     "between    a    king 
and  an  army  officer,  1    preler  the   king." 
All  this  arises,  not  from  any  spirit  of  un- 
friendliness, bul  Irom  a  deep-seated  distrust 
in  the  administration  ol   civil   government 
by    military    force  and    through   arbitrary 
methods.     And  the  longer  iheXonstituinte 
is  delayed  and  the  more  it  is  attempted  10 
promulgate  laws  by  arbitrary  decrees, 
deeper  will  this  distrust  become. 
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Telegrams  published  here  on  the  morn- 
ing of  the  1st  from  the  Brazilian  rep- 
resentatives at  Washington  announce  that 


The   ministerial   difficulty  - 
colleagues  objects  to  the   word   "crisis"  — 
which  is  known   to   have   existed  for  some 
time,  notwithstanding  official   denials,   was 
finally  settled  on  the  31st  nit.,  by  a  modifi- 
cation of  the  banks  of  issue  decree  and  by 
the  resignation  of  Sr,  Demetrio  Nunes  Ri- 
beiro,  minister  of  agriculture.    On  the  same 
day  Sr.    Francisco  Glycerio,    a    prominent 
SAo  Paulo  republican,  was.  appointed  to  the 
vacancy,  and  the  affairs  of  government  went 
on  without  interruption.     At  first  sight  we 
are  inclined  to   consider  the  change  a  good 
one.     The  retiring  minister    was  a  young 
man  of  high  purposes,  but  like  most  young 
philosophers  he  was  clearly  unsuited  to  the 
routine  drudgery  of  a   department   office. 
Positivism    may   be   a    fine    school   of  phi- 
losophy  and   may  afford   fond    for  endless 
speculation,    but  it  is  very  difficult  to  apply 
it  to  posloflice  and  telegraph  administration, 
to  water   and    drainage    works,    to   patents, 
sugar    mills,     railways    and    transportation 
problems.     From   the  complaints  occasion- 
ally  reaching  our   ears,    we  are  inclined  to 
believe  that  the  minister  often  permitted  his 
speculations  to  interfere  with    the   dispatch 
of  business,  an  error  which  his  more  prac- 
tical successor   is  not  likely  to  make.      We 
are  glad,  however,  to  acknowledge  the  gener- 
ous impulses  o(  the  late  minister,  and  the 
openly-avowed    liberality    of    his    political 
sentiments.      lie  was  opposed  to  muzzling 
the   press  and   to  the  creation   of   a   great 
banking    monopoly,    both    of    which    are 
clearly    inconsistent  with   sound    republican 
ideas.       [lis  adherence   to  these  principles 
undoubtedly  had   much  to  do  wiih  the  col- 
lision which  finally  cost  him  his  place.      As 
for  the  concessions  made  by  the  minister  of 
finance,    they    are    important    only  so  far  as 
limning     the     mischief    within     narrower 
hounds    is    concerned,    and    do  not    touch 
upon  the  principles  involved.     So  far  as  we 
know,  no  one  had  objected  to  the  450.000,- 
000$    capital    to    be    employed    in    these 
regional    banks  and   form   the  basis  of  an 
equivalent     issue     of    currency.      The    ob- 
jections were  lo  die   character    of  the  banks 
and  of   the  all-absorbing  monopoly  granted 
to    them.      All    the   safeguards   usually  con- 
sidered   necessary    for   the  protection  of  the 
note-holders  and  depositors   of  such  banks 
were  totally    disregarded    in  order  to  permit 
the   enjoyment    of    the    speculative    profits 
afiorded  by  their  privileges,  from   which  the 
government    itself    was    to  derive  a    further 
advantage  of   having   a  share  in  the  spoils. 
Strictly   speaking   the   government  had  sold 
the    most   valuable    franchises    nf  the    state 
and  the   people  to   three    banking  corpora- 
tions   for    50   years,    the    price   to  be  paid 
being   the  suspension   of  interest  on  its  in- 
ternal   debt   and '  the    redemption     of    the 
principal.      Aside    from    die    morality    and 
legality  of  sucjga  sale,  can  it  be  considered 
a  good   business   transaction  3     If  the   gov- 
ernment  is    properly    organized  and  if  the 
productive  energies  of  this  enormous  coun- 
try  can    be    roused,   even    to  a   moderately 
prosperous    condition,    then    this    internal 
debt  of  500,000,000$,  more  or  less,  will  be 
hardly     felt.      Surely     twelve    millions    of 
people  can   pay  such  a  debt  without  mort- 
gaging  themselves   and  all  their  best  indus- 
tries  for   half  a  century.     When,  therefore, 
the   minister  yields  to   the   Sao   Paulo  op- 
position   by    converting    that    stale    into    a 
separate  district,    and  limits  the  total  emis- 
sion in  all  the  four  districts  to  200,000,000$, 
he  is  in  no   sense  modifying   the  objection- 
able features  of  these  great  monopolies.
